1. ADDITIONAL REPORT MENTIONED REFTEL A RECEIVED FROM UNHCR 
REGIONAL OFFICE SHOWS ONLY TWO REPEAT TWO CONFIRMED CHILEAN 
POLITICAL REFUGEES MURDERED IN ARGENTINA SINCE JANUARY 1975. 
THEY ARE SERGIO MONTENEGRO GODOY , KILLED IN BUENOS AIRES 
JANUARY 23, 1975, AND VICTOR OLIVA, ASSASSINATED JULY 3, 1975 
IN BAHIA BLANCA. THERE IS NO AVAILABLE EVIDENCE INDICATING 
BACKGROUND OR MOTIVES OF ASSASSINS. 

2. BUENOS AIRES PRESS HAS PAID SCANT ATTENTION TO EVENTS 
REFERRED TO IN LEA ARTICLE. 
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
